Nichols believes the only way to fully protect 
the Agency's interests in these cases would be to get an exemption in the 
Act itself, and we agreed that this would be impossible in the present political 
climate. Lacking that, he feels the Agency must stress the importance of 
this issue to its employees I so that hopefully the garnishment
